Fire Insurance Rates Drop 
For Elba Property Owners —

Most Elba residents can expect a 
small reduction in rates on fire insur- 
ance for their homes and businesses 
staring August 1. 

The decline in costs is a result of the 
City of Elba dropping from a fire 
protection Class 8 rating to a Class 7. 
City officials were notified earlier this 
week of the improved status in a letter 
from the Insurance Services Office of 
Alabama. 

According to figures quoted by 
several local insurance agents, most 
policyowners can expect their rates to 
drop from 5 to 12 percent. One agent 


Board Of Ed. 


Receives Three 
Applications 


The Elba City Board of Education 
met earlier this week to establish 
guidelines for screening applicants for 
school superintendent. The post will 
become vacant August 31 when current 
Superintendent Elmer Taylor retires. 

Taylor announced his retirement 
plans to a surprised school board last 
week, He has served as superintendent 
of the city school system for the past 17 
years. f 

According to Board Chairman Doug 
Martin, three applications have already 
been submitted for the job and several 
other people have either called or 
visited the superintendent's office to 
inquire about the position. 

Martin said a policy listing the 
qualifications for the position was 
adopted in 1963. The school board plans 
to abide by that policy and added three 
more qualifications to the list. 

The revised policy states: I. The su- 
perintendent must have earned a mas- 
ter’s degree from an accredited institu- 
tion and have a major in school 
administration; 

Il, The superintendent must have a 
minimum of ten years successful exper- 
ience as an educator with five years 
spent in an administrative position; 

Ill, The person must be established 
as a recognized educational leader; 

IV. The person must live in the city 
of Elba; 

V. He or she must not be engaged in 
any other gainful employment; 

VI. The person selected for the post 
must be financially solvent. 


State law allows the school board 90 
days from the date of Taylor's retire- 
ment to hire a new superintendent. 
Board members said they plan to 
carefuily select a successor to Taylor, 
but they also hope to make the decision 
quickly since school starts August 24. 


estimated that residential rates will 
decrease about 5 percent, and commer- 
cial, 10 to 12 percent. **But this is very 
generalized. People can expect a slight 
reduction as a result of this fire 
re-classification, but there is no way to 
give a certain figure,’’ he explained. 

New rates will be based on the 
individual policies, and some commer- 
cial rates will not decrease at all, 
because the policies levy the same rates 
for Class 8 and Class 7. 

Elba Mayor Bob English credited 
the volunteer fire department and water 
department for the improved fire rating. 

Representatives from the Insurance 
Services Office visited the city several 
weeks ago and conducted a survey to 
determine the classification in order to 
develop fire insurance rates. The hy- 
drants which were tested are located at 
Collier Street and North Factory Av- 
enue; North Factory and Dayis Street; 
Dunahm and Hickman Streets; Hwy. 84 
and Boswell Avenue; Highland Drive 
and Smith Street. 

Fire Chief Lloyd Driggers said he 
plans to initiate several projects that 
will hopefully result in the classification 
changing to Class 6 when inspectors 
return in a year.

He said in order to drop further in 
the ratings, the city needs a new fire 
truck; new fire plugs in Brookdale; 
increased water flow to the schools; and 
an improved training program for the 
firemen. The fire plugs are currently 
being installed and the training pro- 
gram is underway. The mayor noted 
that the city water department is 
scheduled to soon start working on the 
water flow problem and he plans to 
include a fire truck in next year's 
budget. 

According to Driggers only two 
other cities in Alabama--Montevallo and 
Trussville--with volunteer fire depart- 
ments are rated as low as Class 6. 

One insurance agent said even 
though the new classification becomes 
effective August 1, most companies 
stipulate that rates cannot be changed 
until the policy's anniversary (renewal) 
date. 

According to one agency’s figures, 
under a Class 8 policy, the annual rates 
for the best homeowners policy on a 
$50,000 brick home is $219. Under the 
new rating it will drop to $209 a year. 
The same $100 deductible policy for a 
$60,000 home is currently $266 a year, 
but will drop to $255. for Class 7.

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Hospital Adding Emergency

A major expansion and renovation 
project which has been on the drawing 
boards for the past seven years is 
expected to begin the first of October at 
Elba General Hospital and Nursing 
Home. 

When the project is completed, the 
nursing home will be able to accomo- 
date 24 additional beds; for the first 
time the local medical facility will have 
an emergency department instead of 
one room designated for emergency 
care; there will be a new and more 
energy-efficient dietary department; 
and laboratory facilities will be 
expanded, 

Bids on the hospital construction 
and renovation will be opened on July 
28 in Montgomery at the office of 
McCall and Associates, the architec- 
tural firm for the project. According to 
Jim Nichols, administration at Elba 
General, it will take about 60 days 
before any work is started. Once the 
project is launched, he expects it to be 
completed approximately 16 months 
later. 

The first phase of the project will be 
the new nursing home wing which will 
extend from what is now the front 
entrance of the nursing home into the 
existing parking lot. According to 
Nichols, this construction will consume 


about one-third of the parking lot, which 
is often overcrowded now. Nichols said 
employees’ parking will be moved to the 
back area of the hospital, allowing more 
space for patients and visitors in the 
front area, 

The new 24-bed addition will give 
the nursing home a total of 71 beds. The 
nursing home opened in 1967 with 40 
beds and in 1975, seven more were 
added. However, Nichols added, the 
facility has outgrown its space again. 

When the hospital was built in 1963, 
plans included only one emergency 
room and no waiting area. Often, 
Nichols explained, multiple emergen- 
cies will be brought in at the same time 
and yet there is not adequate space for 
the patients. Also, with only the one 
room, all cases are classified as emer- 
gencies, whereas the majority could be 
classified as out-patient care. 

“We consider ear aches, minor cuts, 
stomach viruses, and other such sick- 
nesses to be out-patient cases. Actually 
it is only classified as an emergency 
when there is the danger of a loss of life, 
limb, or eyesight,’ Nichols explained. 

The new emergency area, which will 
extend behind the current emergency 
room, will be approximately 12 times 
larger than the existing facility. It will 
include three trauma areas and three 
out-patient rooms. The trauma areas 
will be equipped with tables which the

Postmaster

Sectional Center Manager and Post- 
master A.E, Andress, of Mobile, an- 
nounced the appointment on July 11. In 
a letter announcing Bullard’s promotion 
Andress stated the postmaster selection 
was made on the basis of merit from a 
list of qualified candidates submitted to 
the Regional Management Selection 
Board. The board, composed of a postal 
regional director or a postal district 
manager and two postmasters, selects 
and recommends to the Postmaster 
General the best qualified person to fill 
the vacancy. 

Bullard, a native of Brundidge, has 
lived in Elba for 35 years and is a 
graduate of Elba High School. He began 
working at the local Post Office in 1960 
as a substitute clerk. At the time of his 
promotion he had been superintendent 
of postal operations in Elba for the past 
six years. 

He is married to Ann Bell Bullard 
and they have one son, Andy, age 20.

patient remains on until he is either 
transferred, released, or taken to sur- 
gery. ‘'As long as the patient is on the 
trauma table, we will be able to do 
anything from minor surgery on down."' 
These rooms will be separated only be 
curtains in cases where medical person- 
nel need a larger area for handling some 
of the more severe emergencies. 

“This is designed to give us a lot 
more versatility than we have now," 
said Nichols. 

The hospital reception area, in- 
surance, admissions, and communica- 
tion offices will also be moved into this 
new addition. Currently there is not a 
receptionist on duty past 9 p.m., but 
when the project is completed the 
reception desk will be manned 
around-the-clock. A new waiting room 
with 14-21 chairs will also be added to 
the emergency wing. 

“ When the present dietary depart- 
ment was initially constructed, it was 
designed for a 28-bed facility. Therefore 
when the northeast wing of the hospital 
was built in 1971 the rooms had 
outgrown the kitchen facility. A new 
kitchen, staff dining room and general 
storage area will be included in the 
dietary wing. 

When this area is completed, the 
present dietary unit will be converted 
into an expanded laboratory. 

‘With this remodeling we will have 
about six times the lab space that we 
have now. Currently we cannot perform 
much of the bacteriology and chemistry 
that we need. Therefore we have to 
send this to other hospitals. With a 
larger laboratory, we can perform the 
tests here, which means faster results,"’ 
said the hospital administrator. 

Several energy-saving devices will 
also be installed to control the heating, 
cooling, and electrical systems in the 
hospital. An incinerator will be installed 
to handle 100 percent wet refuse. 
According to Nichols, with the incinera- 
tor, the refuse can be converted into 
energy and used to pre-heat water. 

Once the bids are opened, sttidied, 
and awarded, construction of the nuts- 
ing home wing is expected to begin 
immediately, Then the dietary and 
general storage area must be completed 
before starting on the emergency room 
and laboratory renovation. 

*‘We have not finalized our plans on 
how to handle emergencies while the 
construction is underway, but I’m sure 
we will have that worked out before it 
gets started.”’ 

There will also be a period when the 
air-conditioning and heating units in the 
hospital must be shut down while new 
systems are installed. However, Nichols 
said this phase of the project can 
probably be scheduled for early spring 
after heat is no longer necessary and 
before cooling is needed. 

“The emergency, dietary, and lab- 
oratory units are our keys to any further 
expansions. You just can’t add beds 
without adding services to take care of 
them,"’ noted Nichols, ‘‘We will now 
have adequate service for up to 125 
beds."’ 

Once this project is completed, 
Nichols said the next series of 
long-range plans include adding more 
rooms, expanding the X-ray department 
and obstetrics suite, a new nursery and 
operating rooms.

C.C. Families 


Approximately 10 fami- 
lies from Coffee County have 
been guests of at Alabama's 
Ronald McDonald House 
since it opened two years 
ago. The state's ‘‘home away 
from home" for families who 
come to the Children's Hos- 
pital in Birmingham opened 
its doors on June 1, 1979 

Today the 10-bedroom 
home is a place where fami- 
lies come to stay and share 
their feelings with others 
who also have children suf- 
fering from serious illnesses. 
Families at the Ronald House 
treat the guest facility as 
they would their own houses. 
Everyone is expected to help 
with the household chores. 

In addition to the private 
bedrooms, there are two 
common rooms, a playroom, 
dining room, kitchen, Jaun- 
dry room and quiet areas. 

Many of the families who 
stay at the house have 
youngsters with cancer. Ot- 
her families are at the facility 
because their child is in the 
burn center, intensive care 
unit or one of the nurseries at 
Children's. Some families 
Stay in the house with two or 
three children. However, of- 
ten there is only a mother 
who is staying at the Ronald 
House while her child is in 
one of the speciality units at 
the hospital. 

Among those who have 
used the facility are David 
Bandstra and Glenn Johnson 
of Elba, and Caroll Newsome 
of New Brockton. 

The Ronald McDonald 
House was made possible by 
a non-profit organization cal- 
led Children’s Oncology Ser- 
vices of Alabama. The group 
encourages community sup- 
port for the house and raises 
funds to continue operation, 

There is no charge to 
families who stay there, how- 
ever each guest family is 
asked to make a minimum 
donation of $5 per night. 

Clubs from throughout 
the state contribute to the 
houses’s Sponsor A Family 
Fund. With these donations, 
the non-profit COSA is able 
to continue its operdtion. 
Less than a third oft the 
guests who use the house can 
make any financial contribu- 
tions. However, operating 
expenses are more than 
$1,000 per month.

DR. JUDSON VAUGHN 
ELBA FIRST BAPTIST 
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Sharp Contrast At Calvary Part ti 


In this column last week 
we looked at the first of four 
contrasts at Calvary § (as 
described in the 27th chapter 
of Matthew) -. the contrast 
between envy (which spirit 
moved the chief priests and 
elders to take the life of 
Jesus) and self-giving (in 
which spirit Jesus was 
moved to willingly sacrifice 
His life). 

The second contrast is 
that between disloyalty (seen 
in the betrayal by Judas and 
in the fickleness of the 
crowd) and faithfulness (seen 
in the unswerving obedience 
of Jesus to the will of the 
Father -- even unto death), 

One of the major sins that 
was involved in the cruci- 
fixion of Jesus was dis- 
loyalty. Judas was disloyal. 
He betrayed the trust that 
Jesus had placed in him 
when He chose him to be a 
disciple. He betrayed the 
close relationship that Jesus 
had with him as a disciple 
No doubt Judas had made a 
Sincere beginning, but he 
failed to follow through in his 
commitment to Jesus. 
Moved by greed and, doubt- 
less other selfish motives, he 
made a bargain with the 
chief priests to deliver Jesus 
into their hands for thirty 
pieces of silver. 

The crowd also was dis- 
loyal. Their fickleness was 
seen in the fact that they 
could be persuaded to cry out 
for the blood of Jesus only a 
few days after they had 
welcomed Him to the city of 
Jerusalem with shouts of 
triumphant praise (Matthew 
21:8-11). The same crowd 
that had shouted “'Hosanna 
to the Son of David!"' at the 


time of His triumphant entry, 
now shouted ‘Let Him be 
crucified."* 

In sharp contrast to the 
disloyalty of Judas and the 
crowd, we see the unswerv- 
ing faithfulness of Jesu< to 
the will of the Father. Upon 
the cross He was offered a 
cup (that is, the wine 
mingled with gall) that would 
have enabled Him io escape 
from the reality of pain. 
However, He refused that 
cup (Matthew 27:34). Jesus 
refused the cup of pai- 
reliever in order that He 
might drink from the cup of 
suffering that the Father 
willed for Him - the cup that 
is referred to in Matthew 
26:39 and 42). He was 
determined to carry obedi- 
ence to the will of God to the 
last moment of life. Thus He 
chose to face suffering with 
wide-open eyes because His 
suffering was to be on behalf 
of others and it was to have 
as its purpose the salvation 
from sin. 

It is against the dark 
backdrop of human sin that 
we see the full radiance of 
the light of divine love at 
Calvary. In this instance it is 
against the background of 
the disloyalty of Judas and 
the crowd that the unswery- 
ing faithfulness of Jesus to 
the will of the Father stands 
out most clearly. 

Thus in the death of 
Jesus we find a powerful 
demonstration of His pefect 
goodness -- the source of His 
power over sin. Because of 
His absolute loyalty to the 
will of God, He is able to 
redeem us from our every sin 
of disloyalty toward Him and 
His purpose for our lives.

FIRE BLIGHT 

I have had several cails 
on pear tree leaves turning 
brownish-black and dropping 
off. This damaging disease is 
fire blight. Ordinarily, the 
trees are not killed, but they 
are weakened if the disease 
is severe, Fire blight year 
after year will kill a pear tree. 

Agri-Strep is recom- 
mended for control of this 
disease. The material must 


be applied early in the spring 


when the first blooms appear 
on the pear tree. Making an 
application at this time of the 
year would not do any good. 
If you have pear trees, don't 
wait for the disease to de- 
velop next year, but go ahead 
and spray when the first 
blooms appear, then a week 
or so later and then again a 
week to 10 days later, Three 
sprayings should give excell- 
ent control of fire blight. You 
can't cure it. It must be 
prevented. 


DAMAGING 


The lesser cornstalk borer 
is not nearly as severe this 
year as it was last year -- and 
hope growers can say this 6 
weeks from now. We have a 
lot of dry areas in the county. 
Sandy fields planted to pea- 
nuts in these dry areas are 
extremely susceptible to a 
buildup of the lesser corn- 
stalk borer. Watch your 
fields closely during the dry, 
hot days. If damaging num- 
bers begin showing up, go 
ahead and apply Lorsban 
granules, Parathion or Dy- 
fonate. Follow the label care- 
fully. If you have fields which 
are susceptible and it contin-

Browntop millet is one of 
the best crops to plant and 
manage to attract large num- 
bers of doves in September 
and October. Here’s how to 
plant and manage browntop 
in a dove field: 

The field should be at least 
2 acres in size -- smaller 
fields don’t provide enough 
shooting to be worthwhile. 
But 5 to 10 acres or more are 
usually recommended. A 
good rule is to plant about an 
acre for each hunter. Thus, a 
field that’s expected to 
accommodate 15 hunters 
should be about 15 acres in 
size and so forth. Locate 
fields on relatively flat land. 
This will help prevent ero- 
sion of soil, your most valu- 
able resource. 

Break and harrow the 
field several weeks before 
planting. The seedbed 
should be well prepared, but 
firm. Apply lime and ferti- 
lizer according to soil test 
recommendations. 

Plant browntop millet no 
later than July 1S -- seed 
production is lower on plant- 
ings made after then. The 
seed mature in about 60 
days. Plant on dates that 
allow the seed to mature two 
weeks before hunting is to 
start in the field. For ex- 
ample, a field in which 

iunting is to start Septmeber 
1S should be planted about 
June 20. That allows one 
weekfor the plants. to 
emerge, about 60 days after 
they emerge for the seed to 
mature, and two weeks after 
the seed mature for doves to 
become accustomed to feed- 
ing in the field. 

Plant in rows 36 to 42 
inches apart, Plant 8 to 10 
pounds of seed per acre and 


cover about one inch or less. 
Control weeds. One or two 
cultivations may be necess- 
ary. Cultivation provides 
bare middles on which the 
seed can fall and makes the 
seed readily  availabie. 
Downed birds are easier to 
find in bare middles, also. 


SAVING WAYS 
REFRIGERATORS 


When the humidity is 
high, condensation can form 
around freezer and refrigera- 
tor doors. That's why many 
no-frost refrigerator/freezers 
have heaters built into the 
front exterior edge of the 
cabinet—to help prevent this 
“sweating.” 

According to home eco- 
nomists in some models 
these heaters operate all the 
time; in others, you can 
control the operation of the 
heaters by using a heater 
control switch, usually lo- 
cated in the refrigerator sec- 
tion. If you can’t find one 
in your refrigerator, check 
the freezer section or refer 
to your operating manual. 

The home economists 
advise that the heater con- 
trol switch has another job, 
too, It can help conserve 
energy and save on your 
electric bill. For exam- 
ple, when humidity is not a 
problem, or if the home is 
air conditioned, the home- 
maker can turn the heater 
contro! switch to the LO’ 
setting which shuts off a 
portion of the cabinet 
heaters and saves energy.

If you sce a few worms in 
one or two places in the 
fields, don't go out and apply 
an insecticide to the entire 
ficid.

Many times natural pre- 
dators will take care of the 
first worm buildup and in- 
sceticides will not be necess- 
ary. It is a mistake to rush 
out and apply chemicals 
when you first notice a few 
worms. First, you are wast- 
ing some money, and se- 
condly you will kill off a lot of 
beneficials and increase your 
gold color covering, there is 
cautions Make sure they are 
make a determination based 
on the number of worms per 
linear foot. Our usual re- 
commendation is to aply an 
insecticide when you find 
four or more worms per 
linear foot of row.

WATERMELON SELEC-

A.though there is no com- 
pletely reliable method for 
selecting a good uncut 
melon, there are some 
guides to aid you in making a 
good selection, First, look for 
a watermelon that is firm and 
symmetrical with ends that 
are filled out and rounded. 

The surface of the rind 
should look velvety or slight- 
ly dull. Also, fook for a 
creamy color on the under- 
aide of the melon. 

Uniess a watermelon is 
immature, store it in the 
refrigerator. Wrap pieces or 
halves to prevent the cut 
surface from drying out. A 
good wrapping also prevents 
the melon’s aroma from 
spreading to other foods in 
the refrigerator. 

An immature melon will 
ripen further at room tem- 
perature, but remember, a 
whole watermelon will need 
at least 12 hours to chill 
thoroughly in the refrigera- 
tor,
